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SCHOOL REPORT. 


The School Board for the year ending March, 1880, 
have attended to their duties connected with their office, 
and respectfully submit to your consideration this, their 
third Annual Report. 

Last March the Board organized by choosing W. C. Harris 
chairman and superintendent of schools, W. E. Hughes sec- 
retary, and J. W. M. Worledge treasurer. Some of our 
schools have been interrupted by sickness of scholars, and 
an unusual amount of stormy weather has sadly interfered 
with the regular attendance of many scholars. Besides the 
fund schools there has been twenty-four weeks’ schooling 
in each district, which is one and one-tenth more than the 
average in the state, according to Mr. Patterson’s report. 
Six of the previous year’s teachers were again employed. 
Most of the schools commenced April 16 or 23. Although 
there has not been so much accomplished during the year 
as we desired, yet our schools have been a success. We 


have no failure to record. 


NUMBER ONE. 


Miss E. Lillian Colby, of Derry, was in charge of this 
school for the year, and taught it successfully, as she 
did during the preceding year. In this school are many 
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very good scholars, considering their age. The examina- 


tions were well attended by parents and others. 


NUMBER TWO. ' 


Teacher, Miss Mary F. Alexander, of Derry. In this 
school are some lads more intent on having a good time 
than on getting a good education, and the teacher needs 
to have eyes in both sides of her head. Miss Alexander 
was faithful and earnest in her labors for the good of the 
school. The closing examinations were satisfactory to the 


small number of visitors present. 


NUMBER THREE. 


Taught by Miss Susie E. Hazelton, of Chester. This 
is the largest school in town, and the school-house ac- 
commodations are the poorest in town. This teacher has 
the happy faculty of interesting her pupils in their stud- 
ies, and, as a natural consequence, good government is 
easily maintained. The examinations of both terms were 
attended by a large number of visitors. The exercises re- 
ceived marked attention, and were highly enjoyed by all 
present. The deportment of twenty scholars was marked 


100 each. 
NUMBER FOUR. 


Miss Olive B. Hazleton, of Chester, taught both terms. 
The progress in this school was very much retarded by 
sickness. Some of the time more than half the pupils 
were sick. Scholars who are detained at home lose much 
of their interest in their studies, and it is very discour- 
aging to the teacher. But Miss Hazelton was earnest and 
faithful in her endeavors for the good of those under her 
charge. Examinations were very satisfactory. 
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NUMBER FIVE. 


Miss Mary D. Webster, of Chester, teacher both terms. 
She fully maintained the good reputation as a teacher ac- 
quired last year at Number two school. Good order was 
maintained, recitations were prompt, correct, and loud 
enough to be heard by all. There are some very good 
scholars in this school. A class in Colburn’s Arithmetic 
went through the book, a fact worthy of mention. Sing- 
ing added interest to the exercises. A good number of 
parents and friends attended the closing exercises of both 
terms, and all appeared well satisfied. 


NUMBER SIX. 


The spring term of this school was taught by Miss Lulu 
M. Colcord, of Candia. She was earnest and faithful in 
her labors for those under her charge, and many of her 
pupils made good progress in their studies; but others 
seemed to attend school from no higher motive than to 
vex and annoy the teacher. Near the close of the term 
the superintendent felt obliged to dismiss one scholar for 
misconduct. The last day of school several scholars were 
absent. Those present appeared well. Parents who allow 
their children to absent themselves from school the last 
day, unnecessarily, treat the teacher very unkindly, and 
inflict a serious injury upon their children and the whole 
school. 

The fall term was. in charge of Miss Carrie L. Hods- 
don, of Meredith. As some of the scholars went out of 
town to school and six others moved away, the fall term 
was attended by only a small number, but they made 
good improvement of their time, and at the close gave 
ample evidence of an excellent school term and a faithful 
teacher. |

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NUMBER SEVEN. 


The first term was in charge of Miss Carrie L. Hods- 
don, and the fall term was taught by Miss Edna A. Clark, 
of Derry. Both teachers were very popular in the district 
and did good service in the school-room, evidence of which 
was afforded at each visit and on examination days. The 
parents in Number seven are much interested in their 
school. One parent made six visits to the school during 


the year.

FUND SCHOOLS. 


District No. 2 fund school, in charge of Miss Olive B. 
Hazelton, began Dec. 31st and continued seven and one- 
half weeks. Whole number of scholars, 12; average at- 
tendance, 10. Roll of honor: Georgie P. Simpson, J. Wor- 
cester Cutting, Fred C. Cutting. Number of visitors, 14. 
Miss Hazelton has been a_ successful teacher for ten 
years, and is a friend to good order. _Some of the lads 
have not been ready to yield cheerful obedience to good 
and wholesome rules; for this reason the school has not 
been an entire success, but the fault has not been the 
teacher's. The last day five boys, we are sorry to Say, 
were absent. Those present gave a good account of 
themselves. 

In District No. 6 we were very fortunate in securing 
the services of Miss Lucinda T. Carlton, of Derry, for 
this school, which commenced Jan. 21st. As the fall 
school in this district was shortened two weeks on ac- 
count of a case of scarlet fever, the first two weeks of 
this term was town school, and has been paid for from 
the town money. We are having an excellent school, 
which will probably continue till March 29th. Number of 
scholars, 8. | 
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REMARKS. 


In looking over the report of the Superintending School 
Committee for the year 1848—forty years ago— we were 
reminded that many changes have taken place, to some 
of which we wish to call your attention. 

District No. 7 had then no school-house, the school — 
one term each year—being kept in private rooms. All 
the other districts owned school-houses, but most of them 
were in .a dilapidated condition, and some hardly fit for 
use; but few showed signs of ever having been painted. 
Seven of the teachers employed that year were residents 
of the town, namely: Miss Clarissa Campbell, Miss Eliza 
Ann Cloyd, Miss Hannah E. Dinsmoor, Miss Margaret 
Emerson, Miss Hannah A. Morrison, Miss Sarah J. Simp- 
son, and Mr. Silas M. Blanchard. 

The number of scholars attending school that year was 
eeeeeeiviacas as jiollows: No. 1, 58; No. 2, 40; No.3, 
Beeenouwaes4e No.5, 40; No. 6, 37; No. 7, 9. Whole 
number of weeks’ schooling, 102. Some of the _ school- 
houses had blackboards, but of very small size. Probably 
no outline maps were in use here at that time. 

Fortunately for the cause of education the school-house 
Reece sswas. burned in the. fall. of 1851. The. next 
year a new house was built, costing $500; dedicated 
in August. This was the beginning of a new era in our 
educational history. The other districts in town built new 


school-houses in quick succession:

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Samuel W. Simpson, Esq., a life-long resident of District 
No, 2, gave his district a school fund of $1000, and 
through his liberality funds of equal amounts were secured 
to Nos. 4 and 6, Thus, in a little more than ten years, 
$10,400 was invested for school purposes. Our school- 
houses are now all in good condition, all painted white, 
and all but one have green blinds, and are a credit to 
the town. They have in the aggregate three hundred 
and thirty-six square feet of blackboards. Most of them 
have sets of outline maps, but these have been in use a 
long time and are sadly out of date, so that new ones 
are much needed. 

The whole number of scholars the past year, including 
two from Derry, was 114—less than half the number of 
forty years ago. The number of weeks’ schooling the 
past year was 211, including 23 weeks of fund schools— 


more than double that of forty years ago.

At the annual meeting your trustees found the books 
all in place, with evidence of as careful usage as could 
be expected. 

Mr. Cochran declining to serve longer as librarian, Miss 
Sadie E. Bray was engaged, but resigned in September, 
when the services of Miss Alice C. Anderson were en- 
gaged, who, by her lady-like deportment and strict atten- 
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tion to business, secured good order in and about the li- 
brary, and performed the duties of librarian to the entire 
satisfaction of the trustees and the patrons of the library 
generally. 

Complaint has been made that one of the rules in re- 
gard to taking books from the library is repugnant, and 
for that reason the complainants do not avail themselves . 
of the benefits they enjoyed before the objectionable reg- 
ulation was in force. 

Your trustees -would suggest that at the next annual 
meeting of the trustees of the library, aggrieved parties 
should appear and state their objections, and if it should 
be apparent that any of the rules are arbitrary, without 
doubt such rules would be reconsidered, or so modified as 
to remove the objection that now exists. 

The committee for purchasing books made a personal ex- 
amination of each and every book, and we hope that no 
worthless books have been added to the library. Addi- 
tional shelf room has been made by putting plain cases 
in the small room on the north side of the upper hall, 
which will accommodate six or seven hundred volumes, 
which may be used for books of reference and such books 
as are least called for, and may bridge over the need of 
a building for ten or twelve years to accommodate the 
growing demands of this little giant. 

While fully appreciating the benefit derived from a pub: | 
lic library, it behooves us to guard against the possibility 
of its absorbing its whole source of sustenance and so fall- 
ing into decay from the inability of the town to support it. 
To this end your trustees are trying, as an experiment, 
to lessen the expenses of support by having _discontinued 
the Wednesday opening since last November, until the 
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close of the library year. We have heard no complaints 
in regard to it so far, but if it does not give satisfaction 
it can be changed at any time. 

Twenty-two volumes have been rebound during the year, 
about the usual number. It has been suggested that 
books that need rebinding should be duplicated by new 
books, which may be necessary in case of books that 
have been several times rebound, if it is desirable to 
keep the same books in the library. 

A less number of books have been drawn from the 
library during the year than has been the average. One 
reason was the late day new books were purchased (on 
account of the condition of the treasury), another was the 
shutting down of the mills at South Windham, whose 
operatives, together with a number of our young people, 
have left town, and they constituted a large percentage 
of the patrons.
